North Dakota is now preparing to adopt a 
State constitution, and will likely follow the 
example of most of the Canadian provinces 
by vesting the legislative powers in a single 
body, instead of in a senate and assembly as 
is the universal custom in the United States. 

Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, who was 
strongly in favor of annexing Canada to the 
States a short time ago has since been in- 
vestigating the matter closely and has con- 
cluded that ‘It is something more than 
gathering a plum or picking up a pear that 
we have to do when we aanex Canada, 
There are obstacles which have been enough 
to keep Europe divided into sixty nationali- 
ties atthe present time with which weare 
to contend, and which we must overcome 
before we acquire Canada.” 


THE Empire in a recent arcicle pointa out 
the inferiority of the United States plan of 
government tothat of Great Britain and 
Canada. Practically no one in Canada dig- 
putes the superiority of the Canadian system, 
so that the article although true is not 
timely. An article on the superiority of the 
Canadian over the United States marriage 
and divorce laws would be very timely. But 
although that superiority is now being 
attacked in fact—while admitted in theory— 


the Empire has not yet turned itself loose on 
the question. 


The United States senate committee on 
interstate commerce, which was directed to 
inquire fully into the question of the regula- 
tion of commerce carried on by railroad or 
water routes between the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada, and to report what 
legislation on the subject, if any, is necessary 
for the protection of the commercial inter- 
ests of the United States, has been taking 
evidence in Boston, and finds according to 
an editorial opinion in Bradstrect’s that “in 
New England the maintenance of the pre- 
sent uninterrupted communication to and 
from the west by way of the Canadian rail- 
roads, is regarded generally, if not universal- 
ly in business circles as ifthe utmost im- 
portance. Even the railroad managers are 
not united in asking to have the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific shut out. The 
tone of the evidence presented at Boston is 
in this respect very different from what was 
heard in New York.” 


A Grand Forks correspondent of the Mani- 
toba Free Press says thatin Ramsay and 
Benson counties in the Devil’s lake district 
of Dakota there are from fifty to one hundred 
thousand acres of wheat that will not be 
harvested. Thousands of’acres throughout 
Dakota will not be harvested at all and in 
whole counties the farmers will not get 
more than their seed back. The estimate of 
the wheat crop of Dakota this season was 
65 to 90 million bushels, It will not exceed 
20 to 26 million bushels. The merchants in 
the Devil's lake district have shut down on 
credit to the farmers and many of the latter 
are destitute. On July 18th a meeting was 
held at Devil's lake for the purpose of taking

tion, commercial or political, have vouched 
bottom at last. In the first place, as long as 
men are constituted as they are with the 
lust for power and spoils that exists in the 
minds of individuals and nations, or as long 
asany considerable portion of mankind are 
possessed of these lusts, there is and can be 
no community, country, nation or race 
either great or small, peaceful or warlike, 
that is not in danger from day to day of 
being involved in war, and, providing always 
possible combinations are formed, of being 
wiped out of existence. Ever since Britain 
was Britain and Canada was acolony of 
Britain the possibility which has just struck 
the Mail writer with such force has been in 
existence. The only guide we have as to the 
future is the past. During any certain 
number of years past this country although 
forming a portion of the perpetually fighting 
British Empire has suffered less from wars 
than its great neighbor of the south. It is 
as fair to suppose that its future record will 
be the same as that it will not be. And it is 
altogether unfair to assume, as the Mail 
writer does, that a union with the United 
States would be a guarantee of perpetual 
peace for Canada. It is not so long ago that 
Britain was engaged in war with this very 
power, Russia, that appears now so dread- 
ful, and the result vas,instead of commercial 
depression, the most wonderful period of 
commerical prosperity, or perhaps inflation, 
that the country has ever seen. There is no 
good reason to suppose if war between 
Russia aad Britain were declared to-morrow 
that the result would be different, although 
there is of course always a possibility. If 
Britain were weaker now than formerly in 
either men or means there might be some- 
thing in the argument that it is advisable for 
Canada to withdraw trom the present connec: 
tion. But the man who thinks that it isa 
danger to Canada commercially or othewise 
to form a part of what is universally 
acknowledged to be the wealthiest, the 
greatest naval and one of the greatest 
military powers on earth, must believe that 
weakness and cowardice are a protection, 
when all the world knows they are the greut- 
est invitations to attack. Supposing the 
worst should come, and Canada be injured 
commercially for the time by its connection 
with Britain during a war with Russia or 
with Europe, it would still remain to be 
proven by the event, which is beyond human 
prophesy, that it did not stil! pay better to 
take chances with Britain than with another 
power that might be still more unfortunate. 
One thing Canadians should understand 
clearly is that although by virtue of their 
position as colonists of a mighty empire 
they have escaped to a great degree the 
necessity of being prepared to protect their 
own rights againat all comers, in no other 
possible situation could they be so much re- 
lieved from that uevessity. As they rise 
from the position of mere colenists t6 shat of 
an allied or independent people they must be 
prepared to take upon themselves more and 
more the responsibility of their own defence, 
from which responsibility in one form or 
another there is no possible escape.

INDIAN RATIONS. 

To the Editor of the BuuLerin. 


Sir:—Owing to the misfortune suffered by 
the Indians on the Stony Plain reserve by 
fire of March 31st, by which they lost a great 
man) of their buildings, nearly all tneir 
fencing, and a considerable portion of their 
implements, household utensils, clothing 
and provisions they are not in as good « 
rg may to provide for their own wants dur- 
hg the present summer as they usually are, 
and besides instead of hunting require to 
employ themselves more upon the reserve in 
repairing the damage done by the fire so 
that their crops may be raised and them- 
Selves and animals properly housed during 
the coming winter. Owing to the dry 
weather the small lakes and ponds where 
they usually kill ducks in the summer are 
all dry, and ducks are only found in the 
large bodies of water where they are very 
ditticult to approach and kill without great 
loss of ammunition, which they have not 
been supplied with and which they have 
not the means to buy, owing to their losses, 
The rations at present issued from the 
agency are: One pound of bacon a week 
eel head, 4 pounds of flour per weck per 
ead. Sometimes no beef is issued, some- 
times there is aration of a pound a week 
and sometimes two pounds a week. Children 
at the breast get no rations nor does the 
mother receive an extra allowance. These 
rations are not sufficient for our support, 
under the circumstances and considering 
the large number of widows and children in 
the band unable to support themselves— 
expecially as those who can hunt will soon 
have to employ themselves in putting up 
hay forthe cattle—and we fear that there 
will be much sickness unless the ration is 
increased.

A rine could be seen from town on Sunday 
night last running in some dry timber west 
of the Black Mud creek, Unless rain comes, 
which every day nearer fall makes more un- 
likely, the vegetation will be dry enough to 
burn much earlier than usual, and there will 
consequently be alonger time for fires to 
run before the snow stops them.

The only thing to be done 
is to make such preparations that property 
will be as safe as possible when the fire does 
start. This can be doneand should be set 
about as soon as possible. It will be very 
unsafe todepend upon chance to escape 
fires this season, orto put off preparations 
to the last moment. The best way will be to 
look the matter squarely in the face at the 
start and make all possible preparations in 
eg time—as 600n indeed as growth ceases.

Tur difficulty which settlers in the prairie 
sections of this country have in securing hay 
this season in quantities sufticient for their 
cattle during the coming winter is one of 
the greatest disadvantages with which thay 
have to contend as compared with those the 
settler inthe partly wooded region has to 
face. While a system of mixed farming is 
universally declared to be the best and 
safest road for the settler to foiiow to com- 
petence aud wealth, andit has been the 
fashion for writers of allgrades of knowledge 
and ability to tender this advice during the 
past few yb the fact has been generally 
overlooked that the part of the Northwest in 
which most of the settlers are located, by 
reason of its scarity of water and hay, is 
least adapted for the pursuit of that branch 
of agriculture, Not only is less hay found 
but more is required in a majority of seasong 
than in the north country. On the dry 
prairie the grass is generally withered th 
August if not before, #0 that cattle are not 
inclined to gain in condition on it and cons... 
quently meet the winter with less fat than 
cattle pasturing in the north where the grass 
generally remains green until the hard frosts 
strike it in the latter partof October or 
November, It must be evident that no 
matter how much food for cattle the prairie 
affords in the summer, unless it also affords 
sufficient for them during the winter thoir 
rearing cannot be made a success. Tye 
number of cattle which can be reared suc 
cessfully, except in those parts of the coun.
